This is the striking utterance which 
begins the last will and testam ent of 
John Pierpont Morgan. 
Ever since 
tho funeral the publication of the great 
financier’s last will has been awaited 
with keen expectation, and it is safe 
to say that of all the interesting testa­ 
ments of em inent citizens of America, 
that of Mr. Morgan, offered for pro­ 
bate here today, is by far the most 
laureating. 
As to the am ount of 
the estate, 
which is one of the first questions the 
public naturally is asking, there is 
nothing in the will to give any accur­ 
ate idea, and the executors declare 
that no announcem ent will be made on 
this point until the appraisal has been 
made for determ ining the state inher­ 
itance tax. 
The amount of bequests and trusts,

San Francisco, April 21.—No alien 
land bill will be passed at this session, 
if opinions expressed here by legisla­ 
tors 
prove 
accurate. 
The 
m em ­ 
bers of both houses are not only dis 
turbed by the stir created by the pro­ 
posed legislation and the stand taken 
by President Wilson in urging th a t if 
a bill is passed it shall apply to all 
aliens, instead of striking alone a t the 
Japanese through their ineligibility to 
citizenship, but they are finding fault 
with certain features in both the sen­ 
ate and the house bills. 
The senate bill is directed against 
land holding by all aliens, and the 
house bill is directed against th© Ja p ­ 
anese alone and has therefore proven 
more offensive. 
The Thompson-Birdsall or senate 
bill is offensive to many because it 
bars out foreign corporations, a m a­ 
jority of whose stock Is held by those 
who are not citizens. 
From all parts 
of the state petitions have been sent 
in against this feature, and they have 
been so numerous it is not believed a 
majority could be secured for It. Pres­ 
ident Wilson has expressed himself 
as preferring this measure to the nouse 
bill. 
inasmuch 
as 
it 
discrim inated 
against all aliens and does not spec­ 
ifically bar the Japanese. 
Senator Birdsall evidently appreci­ 
ates the fact that opposition to the 
m easure is such that it will accom ­ 
plish the defeat of any alien land bill 
at this session, for he said that if this 
legislature does not pass an alien bill 
of some kind tile people will m ake it 
the subject for initiative proceedings. 
Senator (’.ates said: 
“I don't know 
how this is coming out, but I think we 
are going to look foolish. There is no 
question that the Japanese belong to 
the Aryan family, the same as we do, 
and when it comes to a test before the 
United 
S t a t e s supreme court as to 
their right of citizenship, it looks to 
me aa if it would have to be conceded.”

There were throngs on the street at 
the time of the explosion and the wild­ 
est sort of confusion reigned as the 
deafening explosion of the fnur bombs 
burst on the air.

hibiting them from 
holding Sunday 
meetings in various places were defied 
yesterday by suffragettes, and they 
had to rtin for safety under police 
protection from an angry crowd in 
Hyde Park. 
The brilliant weather 
drew a bigger crowd than usual. 
The women did not attem pt to speak 
from the platform but darted around 
singly and in twos and three and piped 
out “Votes for W om en.” 
Then the> 
attem pted io make speeches. 
Not one 
of the women was able to get in more 
than a few words before the mob rush­ 
ed at her and began hooting i.nd hus­ 
tling. 
Several hundred policemen were on 
duty and they Immediately pounded on 
the men with a view of saving the 
women from violence and also of prc 
re n tin g them from defying the official 
prohibition of these meetings. 
The 
officers in every case took tin* women 
by the arm and led them toward the 
ex it, but none of them was allowed to 1 
d epa rt quietly. 
The crowd rushed at 
each woman and hoot» d mel pelted 
them and threatened the police w ir 
w ere trying to save them from Mu 
vengeance of the mob. 
There was some rough scrimmaging 
hero and there and at times the po­ 
lice were swamped by the mob. About
